He had been private secre- 
‘tary to Carter H. Harrison the elder, when 
he was Mayor. During his term as the 
Mayor's private secretary hé was kindly re- 
garded by the Mayor and let in on some 
profitable speculations.

It was then he is said to have 
learned something of stock speculation and 
to form the belief that he had acquired some 
skill at that sort of financial venture. 

Gossip runs now to the effect that as 
school agent he had opportunity for specula- 
tion in real estate. In the four years that 
he held that position the School board bought 
many pieces of real estate for school sites, 
and incidentally the school agent has been 
given credit for reaping profits from his 
ventures to the extent of $150,000. All of

To a friend he said last January that he 
had cleared up $60,000 in stock speculation. 
The shares in which he invested slumped 
after that, and in those slumps his losses 
came.

Famous Writer of Juvenile Stories Dies 


at the Home of His Sister in 
Natick, Mass. 


Boston, Mass., July 18.—[Special.]—Hora- 
tio Alger, the famous writer of boys’ stories, 
died at the residence of his sister, Mrs. 


Amos Cheney, in Natick, this morning. He 
Had been ill a year. He was born in Revere 


on Jan. 13, 1834. | 


He was graduated at Harvard in 1852 and 
spent three yearsin journalism ana teaching 


and another three years at Cambridge The- 
ological School, paying his way by contribu- 
tions to the press. The greatest part of 1861 
was devoted to Buropean travel, when he re- 
turned to Cambridge, and until December, 


1864, was a private tutor. In December of 
that year he received ordination as pastor of 
the Unitarian Church in Brewster. In 1866 


he went to New York, where he became in- 
terested in the condition of the street boys, 
hfs experience giving form to many of his 
later writings. He contributed largely to 
periodical literature and published in book 
form Bertha’s Christmas Vision,’’ Noth- 


ing to Do,” “ A Tilt at Our Best Society,” a 


poem, “‘ Frank’s Campaign; or, What a Boy 
Can Do.” Among his books for the young, 
numbering forty volumes, are lives of Web- 
ster, Lincoln, and Garfield, *‘ Paul Preston's 
Charles,’ “‘ Helen Ford,” a novel, a volume 
of poems, ‘‘ Ragged Dick,” ‘‘Luck and 
Pluck,”’ and Tattered Tom.”

HINT TO THE GENERAL. 


Believed the President Has In- 
formally Asked for an 
Explanation. 


PUTS CHECK ON EXPULSION. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
There has been no abatement today in the 
sensation created by the ‘round robin” 
from the newspaper correspondents at Ma- 
nila. Despite assertions to the contrary 
given out officially with a view to belittle 
the situation, the Cabinet meeting discussed 
little else. 

While no action was taken publicly, it is 
believed General Otis has been informally 
asked for an explanation. At the same time 
he has been given a quiet hint not to at- 
tempt to expel the correspondents because 
of their manly protest. This was the thing 
most feared and most natural for Otis to 
do, but in the opinion of the best friends of 
the administration it would have been a 
fatal blunder to deport from the island a 
dozen reputable newspaper correspondents 
who had claimed the right to picture the 
situation as it really existed, free from 
burdensome official interference. 

Members of the Cabinet who were talked 
with after the meeting persisted in the posi- 
tive statement that all of the reports made 
by General Otis as to the situation in and 

ground Manila had been amply confirmed 
from other sources. The President and his 
Cabinet do not believe that they have been 
misinformed by the General and consider 
that the whole question is now as to whether 
General Otis has exercised the right of cen- 
gorship wisely or unwisely. 


Otis Exceeds His Rights. 

Accordingt to the protests of the corre- 
gpondents, he has assumed the right to alter 
their dispatches to suit his own views, and 
this, it is freely admitted, is a wholly un- 
justifiable application of the right of cen- 
sorship. 

According to army ethics, which are not 
arfy too lenient towards the newspapers, the 
commanding officer has a right and it is his 
duty to forbid the dissemination of news 
which would have a tendency to give aid 
and comfort to an enemy. In other words, 
he may run his pencil through portions of a 
dispatch, and correspondents may be made 
to submit to certain general rules regard- 
ing prospective military operations. 

The Commanding General, however, has 
never been vested with the right to act inan 
editorial capacity on dispatches, and hence 
{t is believed that if the correspondents can 
establish the fact that the General, either 

in person or by his orders, altered their dis- 
patches in any way, except by striking out 
objectionable portions, he has been guilty of 
B serious attack on the liberty.of the press. . 

Army officers who have studied the situa- 
tion are quite ready to believe that General 


- Otis, who was never anything more than a 


subordinate officer, and who did not even 
reach the command of a regiment for fifteen 
years after the civil war closed, has ap- 
parently misconceived his rights as censor. 
“A little study of the situation has con- 
vinced military men, including, it is believed, 
Major General Miles himself, that the cen- 
sorship of cable dispatches to newspapers in 
the United States, as conducted at Manila, 
is a wholly unnecessary exercise of military 
power, which in the long run is certain to do 


mmore harm than good. 


No Help to Aguinaldo. 

It is not believed that the information 
went by the correspondents could possibly 
get back to Aguinaldo in time to do the 
slightest harm. This information would 
have to. be cabled back to Hongkong by 
some authorized representative of the in- 
surgent forces, and from there it would 
have béen sent to the islands by special 
messenger on some steamer. If this mes- 
senger succeeded in running the gantlet the 
news would be at least a week old before 
it reached the insurgents. 

Manila and the surrounding country, as 
is well known, are filled with sympathizers 
with Aguinaldo who could supply the same 
inf on by courier which otherwise 
would ve to be sent twice around the 
world at enormous expense. 

It is evident, therefore, that the censorship 
of press dispatches should properly relate 
only to military movements actually im- 
Pending, which would be defeated if com- 
municated to the insurgent army promptly. 
The round robin of the correspondents does 
hot complain against such a censorship, but 
concerns itself with the attempt of General 
Otis to conceal the true situation from the 
people of the United States. 


_ Hint from the President. 

It is believed, therefore, that the Presi- 
dent, who has always been the firm friend 
of newspaper correspondents, has eady 
Conveyed to General Otis his desire, in- 
formally, that the censorship shall be im- 
mediately relaxed so far as the general sit- 
uation is concerned and’shall be confined to 
its legitimate object of preventing informa- 
tion from going to the enemy. 

The General has been, or will be, told 
in a quiet way that the‘administration does 
not fear the effect of the truth upon the 
people of the United States. The President 
believes firmly in their patriotic good sense 
and does not consider it the duty of the Gen- 
¢ral in command at Manila to manufacture 
in the United States. 

It is undoubtedly true that President Mc- 
Kinley has at all times endeavored to take 
the people into his confidence, and his Cab- 
inet officers, as a rule, have followed the

KRUGER’S CONCESSIONS GIVE PROM. 
ISE OF A SETTLEMENT, 


President of the Transvaal Republic 
Yields in Part to England and Talks 
of Adjusting Differences — Seven 
Years for Franchise—Hopeful View 
Is Entertained in London — Cecil 
Rhodes at Cape Town—Futile Effort 
to Save Mary Ansell from Execution.

London, July 19.—The latest news from 
the Transvaal is peaceful in tone. Kruger’s 
government has made concessions in the 
franchise, and the President himself in a 
speech yesterday took a concillatory atti- 
tude. 

A member of the British government who 
a few weeks ago took a gloomy view of the 
situation said last night that a peaceful set- 
tlemen was almost assured. 

President Kruger’s speech at Pretoria is 
commended here as being in the right spirit. | 
Thinks the Crisis Past. 

The Times this morning says: * The gov- 
ernment attaches the highest importance to 
the Volksraad’s seven-year proposal, which 
is regarded as practically ending the crisis.” 

The latest Volksraad scheme of fixing 
seven years instead of nine for the fran- 
chise is. regarded as a just proposal. The 
important thing was the safeguarding of in- 
dependence and the rights of outlanders. 

Thus another distinct step is made in 
Kruger’s gradual compliance with Eng- 
land’s demands. | 

There was a Cabinet council yesterday. 
The government is as determined as ever to 
stand by Sir Alfred Milner’s proposals, but 
favors patience in gradually compelling 
Kruger’s acquiescence. 


Rhodes’ Characteristic Speech. 

A correspondent telegraphs an account 
of Cecil Rhodes’ enthusiastic reception at 
Cape Town, where he arrived yesterday. 
There were addresses of welcome and the 
streets were decorated. 

In a speech of half an hour Rhodes claimed 
equal rights for the white men south of the 
Zambesi. He said funds were forthcoming 
for Kitchener’s advance from Khartum to 
Uganda. He referred good-naturedly to his 
Oxford experience and rather exaggerated 
the situation, saying the Liberals and Con- 
servatives were tumbling over one another 
in the endeavor to show which were the 
greatest imperialists. | : 


Young Woman to Be Executed. 
Mary Anseil will be hanged today despite all 
efforts to secure clemency. An enormous 
amount has been spent in defense of the girl, 
who insured her sister’s life, and then pois- 
oned her by sending a cake through the mail. 
The Home Secretary remains firm. 

The exertions of the Daily Mail and the 
Chronicle in this case culminated yesterday 
in a public meeting ‘called at a Hotel in Can- 
non street. A stranger engaged the hall for 
the purpose, but the hotel authorities on dis- 
covering the object of the meeting refused 
permission, so Yelvert, ex-Chief Justice of 
the Bahamas, gave his office for the purpose.

SAMOA FACTIONS STILL AT WAR 


Fighting at Safata, in Which Several 
Natives Are Killed—Chief Justice

Apia, Samoa, July 10, via Auckland, New 
Zealand, July 18.—In fighting which oc- 
curred at Sofata, in the Suateles district, on 
July 4 one Malietoan chief was mortally 
wounded and two Mataafa chiefs and one 
Suatele were killed and three others were 
wounded. 

The British cruiser Tauranga and the Ger- 
man cruiser Cormoran arrested three chiefs 
and brought them to Apia for trial. 

The joint commissioners will leave for 
Washington on July 18, Chief Justice 
Chambers will leave for San Francisco on 
the steamer Moana on July 14.

CUP CHALLENGER IS FAST 


SHAMROCK EASILY SAILS AWAY, 
FROM BRITANNIA IN A RACB. 


First Trial of Str Thomas Lipton’s Boat 
Which Is to Race Columbia for the 
America’s Cup Results in an Easy 
Vietory for the New Craft—Is Not 
Put to Its Best Efforts and@ Its Show~ 
ing Pleases All the Experts — Will 
Have Another Race Today. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK: WORLD AND 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.} 
Southampton, July 18.—The first of the 
Shamrock-Britannia trial races was run to- 
day on the Solent, on the inside of the Isle 
of Wight, and resulted in an easy victory for 
Shamrock. The wind was easterly and it 
blew from ten to fourteen knots. It wae 


fairly steady. 

The course was from Ryde to the Nab 
lightship, then to the Bany buoy, finishing 
off the Royal Yacht squadron's house at 


Cowes. 
On board Britannia were the Prince of 
Wales, the Hon. Philip Percival, and the 
principal racing men of the squadron, 
Carter sailed Britannia and Hogarth galled 
Shamrock. The race was started at noon 
= @ seven-mile beat to the Nab light- 
ship. 
The yachts were a long time starting. 
Shamrock was late in crossing the line. 
Britannia was half a mile to windward. 
Britannia, in reaching off, staid on Sham- 
rock's weather bow. The latter, head reach- 
ing with extraordinary speed, went through 
Britanniae’s lee as though the trial horse was 
anchored. When nearly clear Shamrock 
threw round, passing clear to windward so 
fast that Britannia’s luff could not check it. 
Shamrock edged up to windward, lying 
closer and sailing faster than anything ever 
before seen on this side of the water. In the 
first twenty minutes of sailing the Shamrock 
was four minutes»ahead. It was never 
pushed, but was often distinctly held back. 
After a seven-mile stretch to windward | 
the yachts turned. 


Spinnaker was then set for a run of four- 
teen miles. en a reach of four miles to the 
Solent Bank buoy, which was turned: 
In some parts of the run Shamrock did 
eleven and a half knots. Home from Solent 
Bank was a four-mile reach. One mile wind- 
ward Shamrock was let out again. In 
an hour’s sail it gained four minutes. The 
finish: 


Description of the 

Captains Archie Hogarth and Robert 
Wringe of Shamrock gave me the folowing 
description of today’s trial: 

“ As the first gun went off at 11:55 there 
was a smart breeze southeast by south. 
Shamrock was under whole mainsail, jib- 
headed topsail, second jib, small staysail, 
and jib topsail. Owing to shallow water off 
Ryde Pier our pilot would not take it inside 
Mother Bank buoy, so we could get nowhere 
near the line and Britannia had all the best 
of the start. Captain Carter and Mr. Willie 
Jameson used all their noted skill to avail 
to the utmost this advantage and showed off 
Britannia’s points to the best as it kept 
romping from one side of the line to the 
other under mainsail, jackyard topsail, first 
jib, and second staysail, its lee rail all awash, 
while Shamrock was hovering about outside 
the line standing up to its bigger spread of 
canvas well. 

“ Within one minute of the start Britannia 
came out on "s weather and hove 
about right on top of us, both being then on 
the port tack, standing in for Ryde Sands. 
Shamrock gradually drew closer to Britan- 
nia, so Mr. Fife, who was aboard us with 
Mr. Ratsey, the sailmaker, had to hail the 
royal yacht for water. We could have 
claimed a foul, as both yachts were coming 
up to beat to windward at the same instant, 
Shamrock’s bowsprit being over Britannia’s 
taffrail, but as we were trying the boats on 
their merits, we kept Shamrock hard to the 
wind a little longer and so prevented a foul. 

** Stretching on the starboard tack, Sham- 
rock soon drew up level and passed Britan- 
nia, and at the outer spit buoy we were a hun- 
dred yards ahead on its weather. Britannia 
hove round first and we came on top of it, but 
Carter was not having any weather bowing, 
so hove round again on the starboard tack. 
We continued on the port tack, fetching 
Warner lightship in fine style.

|City for two years and a member of the Ter- 
‘ritorial Legislature for two terms. In 1884 
‘he was elected chairman of the Republican

‘Lieutenant Governor. When his term ex- 
‘pired in 1886 he came to Chicago, made his 
‘home in Evanston, living first at 1738 Chi- 
_cago avenue and later with his brother, An- 
‘drew Onderdonk, at 418 Dempster street. 
‘He was in business with his brother, who is 
‘a contractor with an office in the Rookery 
Building. | 

Mr. Onderdonk was @ literary critic and 
‘wrote several novels. He was also a steady

tention to secure the indictment of Richard 
Fitzgerald, owner of the track property, if 
there was any law under which it could be 
done. Mr. Lewis said he had been trying for 
weeks to put an end to the proceedings at 
Hawthorne, but had found it quite difficult 
to get evidence or interest any of the author- 
ties sufticiently to get them to make a move.

A recent report of Consul 
Automobile General Gowdy at Paris 
Cabs in Paris. gives some additional de- 
tails of interest as to the 
automobile cabs in that city. The first in- 
stallment of them was placed at the disposal 
of the public April 2, and they were at once 
eagerly utilized. They are provided with ac- 
cumulators, which enable them to travel 
from thirty-seven to forty-nine miles with- 
out recharging. The tariff varies according 
to the number of persons. For one passen- 
ger the price is 28 cents an hour; two pas- 
~ gengers, 38 cents; three passengers, 40 cents; 
and four passengers, 48 cents. The speed in 
the city has been fixed at five miles an hour, 
which, it is expected,’ will obviate all dan- 
ger of accidents. The more effectua lly to re- 
move such danger a brake is placed in the 
interior of the vehicle, by which the passen- 
ger cannot only check the speed but bring 
. the conveyance to a standstill independently 
of the conductor. To make the trial of the 
cabs complete, and get at public opinion, 
registers are placed at each cab stand for 
such observations as passengers may desire 
to make. |

An amazing change 
has taken place in Cuba 
since that memorable day. The Spanish 
soldiers have disappeared and the Cuban 
armies have melted away. Unbroken peace 
and order obtain from one end of the island 
to the other for the first time in a quarter of 
a century. If the bitter enmity which ex- 
isted between the Cubans and Spaniards has 
not died out there are no unpleasant manifes- 
tations of it. The inhabitants of the island 
seem to be attending to business. There ap- 
pears to be nothing for the American sol- 
diers who are stationed there to do except 
to keep as cool as they can and dodge fevers. 
Thus far, they have been remarkably suc- 
cessful.

Per- 
sonal liberty is no longer at the mercy of the 
local officials. Cuba has made more sub- 
stantial progress the last year than during 
all the preceding years of the century.

The penalty esti- 
mate was affixed by Deputy Assessors, and 
the Board of Review is now engaged in 
finding the actual owners of the concerns 
involved in order that any movement of the 
opposing attorneys to escape on the tech- 
nical argument that the distilleries are real- 
ly merged under corporate titles other than 
those named in the schedules may be 


checked. 


Denies Having Personal 2 
_ The affidavit accompanying the biank 
schedules when these slips were réturned to 
the Board of Assessors, aside from bearing 
the signature of Thomas Lynch, had been 
acknowledged by A. 8S. Austrian, who with 
Levy Mayer had been engaged in perfecting 
the whisky combination.
